A levy of six and one-half mills which was the rate levied in 
1922 will raise $92,495, which will leave us practically nothing for 
road construction and maintenance of the 250 miles of County 
Roads for 1923. In view of the above conditions we feel that it 
will be absolutely necessary to raise a certain amount by debentures. 
We would urge however that the amount recommended by the ° 
Committee of the Whole Council of $75,000 be not exceeded. 


2—We also strongly urge that such Cominittee make a special 
effort to keep their expenditures as low as possible for the current 
year, and in no event to exceed the estimates as passed by Council.

The Chairman of the Road and Bridge Committee, in company 
with the County Engineer, has made an inspection of all bridges 
under the jurisdiction of your Committee, with the exception of 
those lying between the Township of Woodhouse and Walpole, 
these bridges will be inspected before the next session of the Uoun- 
cil.

From the above schedule it will be noticed that there are nine 
steel structures, from the appearance of these bridges it seems ap- 
parent that they have not been painted since they were erected. 
although on the schedule prepared in 1918, it was recommended 
that most of them should be painted, but apparently this recom- 
mendation has not been carried out. The life of a steel bridge de- 
pends on its being kept properly painted, and there is no question 
that it is true to say that this has not been done, and consequently 
the value of these steel structures has been greatly detiorated since 
they were con:tructed.

Report of Reforestration Committee. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the County 
of Norfolk. : 


Gentlemen : 


In pursuance of a policy, as outlined at the March meeting, 
tree planting at each of the County’s Reforestration areas has been 
carried out. Atthe plot in South Walsingham this year thirty 
acres have been planted with Scotch and Jack pine, which acreage 
completes the whole of the cleared portion of the seventy five acre 
farm. On the remaining ten acres, which is covered by a growth 
of scrub oak, poplar, and a few scattering pine trees, further plant- 
ing might be carried out but not until considerable brushing and 
cleaning has been done. Much of the brush to be taken out could 
be put to good use in covering the badly wind swept hills, thus 
preventing the drifting of sand. In fact this course of action was 
recommended by Mr. Newman, the Superintendant at the Govern- 
ment Forest Farm, and would have been carried out this year had 
it not been that the sand over the hills had become so soft that to 
drive over it would have meant the destruction of too many young 
trees. Your Committee however, would recommend that this work 
be carried out at some opportune time—perhaps when the ground 
is frozen. At our last visit we found many young trees covered 
over by sand drift, with a corresponding number blown out of the - 
eround, and itis to prevent this action of the winds that brush 
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should be applied. Since the Provincial Government is bearing the 
whole cost of planting this plot in South Walsingham, your Com- 
mittee feels that the County should afford every possible protection 
to the trees. 


On the farm in North Walsingham about fourteen acres have 
been planted to Scotch and Jack Pine. Your Committee intend to 
plant one thousand each of White Ash and Soft Maple, but we 
were unable to secure the plants. 


Fencing on the South Walsingham farm has been completed, 
but in North Walsingham so far nothing has been done. 


Your Committee has met three times—Jan. 31st, April 26, 
and May 1.

AND WHEREAS for the purpose of construction of said 
roads under said County Road System, it is necessary to borrow the 
sum of $75,000 on the credit of the Corporation and to issue de- 
bentures therefor, bearing interest at the rate of Five and one half 
per cent per annum, which is the amount of the debt intended to 
be created by this By Law. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to make the principal of the 
said debt repayable in yearly sums during the period of Fifteen 
years of such amounts respectively that the aggregate amount pay- 
able for principal and interest in any year shall be equal as nearly 
as may be the amount so payable for principal and interest in each 
of the other years. 


AND WHEREAS it will be necessary to raise annually the 
sum of $7471.92 during the period of fifteen years to pay the said 
yearly sums of principal and interest as they become due. 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable property 
of the Municipality, according to the last revised assessment rolls of 
the Local Municipalities of which the County is composed, is Four- 
teen Million Two Hundred and Thirty Thousand Dollars ($14,230,- 
000). 


AND WHEREAS the present amount of Debenture debt of - 
the said Corporation is the sum of Four Hundred and Forty Four 
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Thousand Three Hundred and Thirty-two Dollars and Fourteen 
cents, and no principal or interest payable in respect thereof is in 
arrears. 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the Debenture Debt of the 
said County including the amount to be provided by this By-Law is 
less than Five per cent. of the Equalized Assessment of the said 
County. 


AND WHEREAS it is advisable that a By-Law shall be passed 
for the purpose aforesaid. 


THEREFORE THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL of the County 
of Norfolk enacts as follows: 


1. That for the purpose aforesaid there shall be borrowed on 
the credit of the said Corporation the sum of Seventy Five Thous- 
and Dollars ($75,000) and debentures shall be issued therefor in 
the sums of not less than $100, each bearing interest at the rate of 
Five and one half per cent. per annum, and having coupons attach- 
ed thereto for the payment of the interest. 


2. The debentures shall all bear the same date and shall be 
issued within three months of the date on which the By-Law is 
passed, and may bear any date within such three months and shall 
be payable in annual instalments during the Fifteen years next 
after the time when the same are issued and the respective amounts 
for principal and interest payable in each year shall be as follows :

By-Law No. 534 


Of the Municipal Coporation of the County of Norfolk. 


A By-Law for prohibiting and regulating the running at large or 
trespassing of animals upon the highways owned, acquired, 
assumed or controlled by the Municipal Corporation of the 
County of Norfolk. 


WHEREAS it is expedient that a By-Law be passed by the 
Municipality of the County of Norfolk for the purposes above set 


forth. 


THEREFORE THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE 
CORPORATION Of THE COUNTY OF NORFULK under and 
by virtue of the rights, powers and privileges granted and vested 
in it by the provisions of The Highway Improvement Act and 
amendments thereto, of The Ontario Highways Act and amend- 
ments and of any other Statute or Statutes of the Province 
of Ontario applicable in this behalf, enacts as follows : 


_ (1) From and after the passing of this By-Law no animal or 
animals shall be permitted to run at large at any time upon any 
highway or highways owned, controlled, assumed or acquired by 
the said Municipal Corporation of the County of Norfolk. 


(2) For the proper enforcement of this By-Law and of the 
provisions thereof, the Municipal Corporation of the County of 
Norfolk hereby adopts all terms and provisions of all Statutes of 
the Province of Ontario in force from time to time with respect to 
the impounding of animals found running at large or tresspassing 
upon a highway and said provisions or Statutes shall, and are here- 
by declared applicable to any breach of this By Law, and upon any 
such breach or breaches of this By-Law all proceedings may be 
taken and such penalties inflicted and fees or charges collected as 
by said Statutes are applicable (including what is known as The 
Pounds Act) and same are hereby declared to be in force and appli- 
cable in the matter of any breach or breaches of this By Law and 
of its provisions. 
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(3) The provisions and proceedings set forth in the Ontario 
Summzry Convictions Act with respect to the proper procedure to 
be taken upoa any complaint or complaints, charge or charges 
made against any person or persons upon summary conviction may 
be had and taken fagainst any person or persons for any breach or — 
breaches of this By-Law and of its terms and the provisions and 
proceedings of The Ontario Summary Convictions Act are hereby 
declared applicable hereto and are hereby adopted for the purpose 
of the enforcement of the provisions of this By-Law. 

(4) For every breach of or offence against the provisions of 
this By Law every person who so offends shall be liable on sum- 
mary conviction before a Police Magistrate to a penalty or fine of 
not more than $50.00 and costs recoverable as aforesaid.
